IMMIGHATION INTO. BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

The report of Mr. John Jesaop, Do- 
minion government ironiigration agent at 
"Victoria, appears in the annual report of 
the department just laid on the table of 
parliament. It states that it is impossi- 
" iil^ lu ancertiiiu accurately tlia fiuiubor of 
new aii'ivala in the province during the 
year, the only baois of culculation btjing 
the ateamora' and ships' nianifesta. The 
approximate arrivals fcr the year are given 
at 20,144. Whites, 10,047; Chinese, 4,. 
097. Taking 50 per cent, of white pila- 
Bongers aa nuw arrivals, the total addition 
to IBritish Colurabic'a population, enter- 
ing ati the port of Yiotoria, is 8023. Add 
at the lowest computation, 2000 as enter- 
ing the province by Now Weatminator, 
Nanaimo, C. P. R. and Kootenay, it may 
fairly be aaaumod that the population in 
the province has increased fully 10,000 
during the year.

Tho dem.ind for government land, both 
local and Dominion, is reported to have 
been brisk and uniform throughout the 
year. Outside of the railway belts, 340 
prs-emptora and purchasers have taken up 
land, covering an. area, of about 80,000 
acres. - Within the Esquimalt'and Nanai- 
nio railway belt 290 claims weire recorded, 
representing an area of over 52,000 acres. 
In ihe Dominion go''ernniQiit railway 
belt, Xew Weatminstei district, there 
wpre 232 ap^jiioants for homesteads — 37,- 
000 acres. The total, therefore, makes 
up 802 applicants for land, with an aggro- 
gttto acreage of nearly 170,000. Applica- 
tions for Dominion lands in Yale and 
Kootenay districts, embracing a stretch of 
about 450 miles along the lino of railway, 
will increase the area pre-ompted and ap- 
plied for thronghout<tha province during 
1885 to over 200,000 acres. This i^a de- 
crease from last year's report; but in 1884 
the Island railway lands were thrown 
open for settlement, and a large number 
" of vqiiatters, who had been locating for 
several years before, obtained their pre- 
emption reoords. In addition to this, the 
liTen Westminster Dominion government 
lands not being yet open for purchase, 
has occasioned a great fallins off in appli- 
cations for hornosteafis in that important 
agricultural district. Of the 802 appli- 
cants for land, fully 750 wuro new arrivals, 
or those who had been in tho province 
but a short time, cngai^ed in railway or 
Other work. 

The steadily ir.croasing demand for 
farm implements still continues, while the 
rapid espanaion of trade with Canud'au 
manufacturers is very marked. The fol- 
lowing figures show the value of imports 
under this head, entered at the custom 
house in this city for the past four years :

IMMIOEANT noJIE. 

JVarteon fainilieB, numbering' forty 
children, hava availed themaolves of tem- 
porary shelter and accommodation durin;^ 
the year. Forty-two men, single, or 
with families olaowhero, and six aiuKle 
women or widows, have also occupied 
rooms for short periods. Thoae, with the 
heads of the fourteen families, make a 
total of 116 persons to whom the home 
has been of great service since the date 
of last report, 

BO.N'U.S CERTIFICATES. 

There has been a falling off of seven- 
teen bonus certificates this year, as com- 
pared with last. All that have been iaauod, 
of which duplicate copies have reached 
this office, have been presented and paid. 
These namber forty-two, and were 
granted to twenty-eight men, (en married 
and four unmarried wdthen. 

FEMALE SERVANTS 

are in greater demand than ever. Ar- 
rivals under this headJiavo not numbered 
a dozen during tho year. The long dis- 
tance and cost of travel from the old 
country prevent many of this very de- 
sirable class from' .coming to British 
Columbia, while the scarcity of domestic 
servants and the high wages paid in most, 
if not all, of the eastern provinces, keep 
them at present from traveling further 
west. An effort is now being put forth to 
pay the expenses of a limited number 
from Great Britain and Ireland, but with 
what'success remains yet to be proven. 

LABOK SUPPLY. 

The lar^e influx of mechanics and 
laboring men during the early part of the 
year filled up every avenue of employ- 
ment, and made it more or leas dillicult 
for new arrivals to get work. Later in 
the season the completion of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway flooded the province with 
men of ail descriptions seeking employ- 
ment. Soma <j{ tliDsa went off to other 
places; but many are staying; in ditrorcnt 
parts of .the province,, iu expectation of 
btisy times" when 'spriUg'tipeas up,

Wa trust that we do not lay ouiselvos

To THB Editob: — By an oversight, a 
correspondence of mine to the Times was 
not published on Wodueailay last. In an 
editorial notice of my letter, however, your 
evening coutemporavy spoalts of tlvo meet- 
ing aa if tho object in calling it was to try 
over again, out of court, a case that has 
been .settled and disposed of already. It is 
nothing of tho kind. Tho meeting, it ia to 
be hoped for tho credit of the citizeas of 
Victoria, will be both a largo and an iuUu- 
eatial one, audit is therefore of importniice 
that its ohjbct should be thoroughly^uador- 
stood. The courts can interfere in tho 
matter no further. The unfortunate man 
has been convicted and sontonced. Tho 
judges bftvo rejected tho application of his 
counsel for a now trial on tho ground of 
error. The jiiriMicliou of tho courts has 
ceased, and Sprouli>'H fnto is now in the 
hands of the exeoutive; and thero is no 
more proper or more coiiKtitutiuual niothod 
uow to bring pressure to bear ou tho gov- 
ernment of Canada, called for tho express 
purpose of enquiring into the subject. The 
prisoner has been convicted ou evidence 
that ia uow shown to have been unreliable; 
there are prima /ocJe grounds for belieying 
.^bat heia .the.yictim of . a depp-laid plot and. 
couspiraoy. The principal wituesa against 
hini has doclareil so ou oath, and his evi- 
dence to free ought to oimy at least aa 
much weight as Iris uviili)Uco to haug, uspo- 
cially when it is oousidured that in the first 
instance bo was swearing to shield himself, 
and now in swearing he is iuorimiuatiug 
himself. 

Ail that it is the iut&ntioii of the promot- 
ers to ask is, that the execution 
should be postponed so aa to 
give the authorities the neces8aryj[time to 
enquire into the matter. It hhs never beou 
a recognized British custom to hang a man 
first and try him nftorwrnds, and it cer- 
tainly is not one tlm citizens of Victoria 
Vi-ould be anxious to see introduced into 
British Columbia. 

In conclusion, let mo express a hope that 
every man who can spiire the time wilhiuike 
a point of attending tho meeting, and do 
what may bo in his power to secure the 
fullest measure of justice for «u unfortunate 
fellow man.

A Terrible Story ol Outrascs,

Mr. Froimuth returned Sunday, and 
when he discovered the mutilated body 
of his wife he bncumo a raving maniac 
A neighbor in that spi-.raely auttled region 
happened to bo passing that wny shortly 
after 12 o'clock, and found him wild with 
frenzy, but dared not approach him for 
fear of his personal safety, ilu rode 
rapidly to a settlement, sonae eight miles 
distant, and told the terrible tale. A 
party vas at onca organized, and they re- 
turned *o the scene of tho outrage and 
found Freimuth weltering in his own 
blood. Ha had killed himself with u 
shotgun. A grave was duK, and tho re- 
mains of the unfortunate iieople were 
buried. 

The posse then set out to scour the 
aoaiury for tho murderer, and found him 
secreted in a small ravine, several miles 
away from tho scene of his crime, near the 
Cimarron river. Some speculation was in- 
dulged as to the proper method of rid- 
ding the world of him, but not much 
time was consumed in deliberating. A 
fractious and spirited horse was secured 
and saddled. One end of a long lariat 
was then fastened around the murderer's 
neck, and the other extremity was at- 
tached to the pommel of the saddle. The 
horse was the started, and amid tho 
shouting of tho men and the crack of ro- 
volverfi anvd rifles the frightened animal 
tore madly away. 

After a run of nearly five miles the 
beast fell exhausted and the lifeless body 
of the murderer was loosened as soon as 
the raeu came up.' jThe "lariat had been 
drawn so tight that his head was almost 
severed from his body. The features 
showed that ho had died a terrible death. 
The body was left lying on the prairie 
uuffovored.

If ha should abandon thooiibinet, 
it will assuredly bo wrecked. The sciieiue 
that Mr. Gladstone. is now projecting was 
rosily tbjj incaptiou. nf.the.l-Aie viceroy. 
He has had more oxperionoa in the gov- 
'ernment of Ireland than anj'.other states- 
man. He has been twice lord-lieutenant — 
once in a paoific and once in a disturbed 
period. Ho uiKloratands the "Cantio" 
system of govc.iiniont thoro0(|hly, and ho 
has deliberately come to *ne conclusion 
that it cannot bo mainliiiiied. Like an 
honest man as he is, he has avowed the 
change that lias been wrought ia his 
mind by experience, and wished ^o give 
efi'ect to it. Ho aueka to secure two 
things — the buying out of the landlords 
and the concoiaion of aelf-governmont to 
tho Irish people. Bills for these pur- 
poses have boon prep.'ii-ed, and it was in- 
tended to go forward with the agrarian 
ono first; but, out of deforonoe to the 
withes of a boction of tho liberals in tho 
house of common?, that courae has been 
altered, and home rule ia now to take tho 
premier place. The laud project has not 
been abandoned, merely postponed; but 
if it ever comes to be proposed, it is all 
but certain to be defeated. Mr. Glad- 
stone, therefore, ii in tliia uwkw.ird peti- 
tion: if he abandons hia landBcliomo, he 
runs the risk of losing Lord Spoiiopr; and 
if he retains it, he runs tho riik of losing 
a large number of aupportera in the com- 
mons. This is an embarrassing situation, 
and it is the knowledge of it tli.it 
strengthens the conviction that tlm min- 
istry will collspso. Lord Dalhousio'a ap- 
pointment to succeed Mr. Trevolj'an as 
secretary for Scotland is received with a 
chilling coldiiesa by tho Scotch ntonibers. 
He will neitL.r have the ear of the prime 
minister nor of the Scotch raeinbors. The 
govurnmont might as well have gone back 
to the old Rrrangemotit which made the 
lord advocate the Scotch minister. Had 
Lord Dalhousie been in the cabinet the 
bootoh M. P. 'a ini|ht have forgiven Mr.
